Fuhrken, and an unidentified man 
killed on a farm five miles east of 


The storm evidently 
was 
the 


same cloud which, earlier in the 
afternoon, had struck the edge of 
Randolph Field, the new army air- 
drome 17 miles east of San --n- 
tonio, killing J. C. Kleespies of 
Houston, a workman, and serious- 
ly injuring Lonnie Wickman 
of 


San Antonio, 
' 
Randolph Field borders 
Cibolo 


creek, which flows into the San An- 
tonio river, and the clud evidently 
followed the Cibolo valley south- 
ward until near its junction with 
the San Antonio river, then turned 
eastward. 
•H It struck a rich farming coun- 
try almost midway between Nord- 
heim and Runge and cut a path 
only 150 yards wide, but 10 miles 
long. At the edge of Goliad coun- 
ty it lifted and passed out into the 
Gulf of Mexico. 
Path of Storm Narrow. 


So narrow was the path of the 
storm that residents of Nordheim 


«jp.nd Runge did not suspect its se- 
I'ltiiousness until the injured began 
* \ji-riving for help. 
In Runge, a vacant house become 


an emergency hospital 
and 
in 


Nordheim two offices were used 
for the same purpose. 
Townspeo- 


ple contributed cots and bedding, 
•while physicians hurried from Ken- 
edy, Yorktown and Cuero, the lat- 
ter 30 miles northeast of Runge. 


Of 30 reported injured at Nord- 


heim, only six were expected to 
die, 13 remaining overnight in the 
emergency hospital at Runge and 
thre being taken to a Cuero hos- 
pital.

Btorm was leveled, but 
observers 


differed as to whether it was a tor- 
nado or not, some describing it as 
a, mass of forward-tumbling clouds 
traveling from northwest to south- 
east at much greater speed than 
tornadoes usually move forward. 


Violence of the wind east 
of 


Kenedy, where George Tips escap- 
ed death by getting off his horse 
and clinging to the ground, indi- 
cated that the storm was wider in 
places than was reported at Nord- 
heim. Tips' horse was1 killed. 
Between Falls City and Karnes 


City, 15 miles southwest 
of 
the 
storm's path, a severe hail storm 
destroyed crops.

Tornadoes that swept va- 


rious parts of Texas yester- 
day took a known death toll 
of 65, practically destroyed 
one 
town 
and did great 


property damage in other 
scattered 
sections, reports 


here revealed today. 


The greatest death tool was re- 
ported in and near Runge, Karnes 
county, where only meager details 
of the storm had trickled in over 
crippled communication 
facilities. 
Twenty-six persons were report- 


ed to have lost their lives in that 
area. 
Only five of 
them 
were 


identified. 
The other dead were 
said to have been members of the 
families of twenty-four 
farmers. 


No mention was made of the prop- 
erty damage. 
Frost, in Navarro county, vra.s 
the next hardest hit. 
The storm, 


which almost obliterated the town, 
took the lives of 21 residents. 


Rehabilitation 
work 
at 
that 


place was started after highway 
crews had cleared roads of debris 
and communication facilities had 
been restored. 
Business men of Corsicana and 


Hillsboro and other cities met with 
those of the stricken town and of- 
fered any aid necessary in erect- 
ing temporary buildings for car- 
rying on their businesses. 


Red Cross workers also were on 
the scene treating the injured. 


The tornado that struck Frost 
also took three lives near Ennis, 
where some property damage also 
was reported. 


Seven Killed at Bynum. 
Seven persons were killed at By- 


num, 
Hill county, and the other 
deaths were taken at San Antonio, 
where one was killed, 
and near 


West, where two were killed. 


The bodies of Prentice Fiew, 20, 


who died in a Corsicana hospital 
today, and 
Leroy 
Bagley, 
nine 


months, who died in a Corsicana 
hospital yesterday will likely be 
sent to Frost late today for burial. 


The body of Mrs. W. H. Bow- 


man, 
60, who died en route to a 


Corsicana hospital was held there 
today and probably will be sent to 
Frost today or tomorrow, for burial. 
Her husband was killed instantly. 


Hawkins Scarborough, judge of 


the Thirteenth Judicial 
District 


court, was one of the first arrivals 
in Frost after the storm and re- 
mained there all night. 
Jurors Excused. 


He excused all members of the 
jury for the week, and criminal 
cases set for trial Wednesday and 
Friday were passed. 
A majority 


of the members of the jury pane! 
left Corsicana after the storm to 
aid in. the rescue work at Frost. 


Andrew G. Steele, county super- 


intendent and nast commander of 
the American Legion Post at Cor- 
sicana, accompanied by 32 Legin- 
naires went to Frost soon after the 
storm and began 
patrolling 
the 
streets and aiding in the rescue 
work until 
national 
guardsmen 


took over these duties. 


Steele said he had tendered the 
services of the American Legion 
boys to relieve those on the scene. 
He said that probably 35 or 40 
men would go to Frost this after- 
noon.

AUSTIN, May S.—(/P)—Declaring 
that the general amnesty bill pass- 
ed by the legislature in 1025 restor- 
ed the rights of former Governor 
James E. Ferguson to hold politi- 
cal office, the legal battle to re- 
quire the state democratic execu- 
tive committee to certify his name 
on the ballot was started in the 
supreme court this morning. Ocie 
Speer of Waco, former member of 
the commission 
of appeals, led 


Ferguson's fight to obtain a place 
on the ballot. 
Speer charged that the only ques- 


tion involved in the suit was the 
validity of the amnesty act passed 
during the administration of Mrs. 
Miriam A. Ferguson in 1025 and 
later repealed under the adminis- 
tration of Governor Dan Moody. 
Ferguson's attorney held to the 
contention that the legislature had 
inherent pardoning power and that 
the passage of the amnesty act was 
the voice of the people as expressed 
by the legislature. 
He asserted that the effect of 


the amnesty act was to grant Fer- 
guson full pardon and restore him 
to all rights of citizenship, regard- 
less of the fact that it later was re- 
pealed. 
Speer claimed the supreme court 


had original jurisdiction in the case 
and that tho plea, of the executive 
commitec that it he dismissed on 
this ground was futile. He also as- 
serted the executive committee was 
acting in bad faith when it asked 
the dismissal of the suit on the 
ground that it had not had time 
to act on the application of Fergus- 
on for a place on the ballot. 


He declared the democratic exe- 


cutive committee had no power to 
postcribe Ferguson because of his 
impeachment, contending that in 
the light of the law his position as 
a citizen was the same as before the 
senate impeached him. He also 
stated the legislature has sovereign 
pardoning power. 


Spenr asserted that the legisla- 


ture had as much right to pardon

A gesture towards forming an in-

When they saw the 
officer they ran up a side street 
and attempted to have a truck 
driver drive them away. The auto- 
ist, stalled his engine purposely, 
and Dempsey opened fire.

were wounded critically. 


In the meantime, the two - rob- 
bers in the bank escaped, although 
police believed both were -wound- 
ed. 


The robbers secured no money.

tered the bank, displayed weapons 
and demanded money. The guards 
said they were hidden from view 
of the robbers, and as the trio: 
stepped up to the cashier's cage 
the repeating rifles were .turned 
on them. ^ 
Bank officials obtained the po- 


lice guards last April 4 
after 


the Xenia Avenue branch was 
robbed of $33,000 by five bandits 
armed with machine guns.

The 1930 figures were 
200,397, compared with 158,976

University Park, adjoining munici- 
palities, was 272,399. 
Highland 
Park had a population of 8,340 and 
University Park 3,656. 
The percentage increase for Dal- 


las proper was 63.8. 
Figures for districts close to the 


city limts were not announced. 


The population of tho metropoli- 


tan area of Dallfs was -estimated 
by the chamber of commerce 
on 


Jan. 1, last, as 308,000. Census "bu- 
reau figures for this area will not 
be known until enumerators have 
completed their count. 
Figures released today were sub- 


ject to correction, and persons not 
yet enumerated hav* five days in 
whirl- to turn in their names, Col.

Widespread d i s o r d e r , 


with two persons killed and 
up to 100 wounded, is the 
answer of Mahatma Gan- 
dhi's followers to the British 
government's arrest of "the 
holy one." 


While 
the veteran 
nationalist 


leader sat behind the barred win- 
dow of his cell in Yeroda prison, 
calmly spinning cotton on his min- 
iature charka, emblem of the nat- 
ionalist movement—trouble occur- 
red in many parts of the restless 
peninsula. 
The most serious trouble broke 


out at Delhi where police fired on 
rioters and killed two of them af- 
ter a riot act, prohibiting the as- 
sembly or more than- five persons, 
had been promulgated. 
At Calcutta fifteen 
nationalists 


were injured in a clash with the 
police when they attempted to in- 
terrupt railway service 
between 


Calucutta and Ttekal Chat. A mob 
estimated at 5000 took part in the 
disturbance, many of them lying 
on the tracks to hold up trains. 


Half of the textile mills in Bom- 


bay, which has two-thirds of the 
spindles in all India, closed as the 
result of a workless day proclaim- 
ed because of the arrest of the 
Mahatma. 


DELHI, India, May 6.—(/P)—Two 


persons were killed in rioting in 
Delhi today. 
The Delhi Indian infantry and 


eight armored cars established a 
state of armed defense this fore- 
noon. 
The dead were natives. 


A virtual state of war prevailed 


In the Chandi Chowk—the princi- 
pal 
thoroughfare 
of 
Delhi. 


Through this street the. armored 
cars kept up a continual patrol. 


The chief commissioner immedi- 


ga ecsde tnoit 
1 11 
ately following the riot promulgat- 
ed section 144 of the criminal pro- 
cedure code forbidding the assem- 
bly of more than five persons. 


Vast crowds began also to make 


way to the neighborhood of the pri- 
son of the Mahatma at Yerowda, 
near Poona. As large forces 
of 


troops from the nearby garrison al- 
ready had been ordered in readi- 
ness at that point no serious dis- 
orders were anticipated. 


A cessation of business accom- 


panied the strike of many thous- 
ands Gandhi followers throughout 
India. 
Schools and colleges were 


closed and students refused to par- 
ticipate in examinations for the 
bar which were to have been given 
at Delhi. 


COURTROOM, DALLAS, May 8. 


—(/P)—W. L. Miller, 27, the first 
venireman examined today in the 
trial of John W. Brady of Austin, 
was accepted as the' eighth juror. 


Miller, a restaurant employe, said 


he did not belong to a church. The 
state exercised its ninth challenge 
on J. Dunn, a Catholic, the next 
man interrogated. 


Michael Matrakithes, 
a 
Greek 


Catholic, was the tenth man chal- 
lenged by the state. He, like Dunn, 
was not questioned by the defense. 
Brady, charged with the fatal stab- 
bing of Miss 
Lehlia 
Highsmithi 


Austin court stenographer, is a 
Catholic. 


O. B. Walker, widower who ap- 


peared to be past middle age, quali- 
fied as the ninth juror. 'He told 
Ted Monroe of Dallas, defense at- 
torney, that "before your time" he 
sat upon a jury which assessed a 
death penalty in a murder case. 


Walker, a mechinist, said/lie had 


no prejudice against a man taking 
a drink and that he had "nothing 
to do with" a man who drank to 
excess. He asserted he was not a 
church member but that he lean- 
ed to the Baptist faith. 


The white-haired defendant, who 


exhibited more poise today than 
formerly and looked at the venire- 
men as they were being question- 
ed for the first time, nodded his 
assent to Walker's acceptance. 


Only 16 members of the special 


venire of 233 remained at the close 
of the morning session, but 200 
talesmen had been ordered to ap- 
pear this afternoon.

PIONEER WOMAN RULER OF 


INDIAN STATE, BEGUM OF 


BHOPAL; DIES AT AGE 72 


BOMBAY, India, May 12.—(£>)— 


The death of the Dowager Begum 
of Bhopal, one time the only wo- 
man ruler of an Indian state, was 
announced today. She was 72 years 
old. 


Her Highness, Nawab Sultan Ja- 


han Begum, the Begum of Bhopal, 
was called the "Queen Victoria" of 
India. 


She was the last woman ruler 
in her own right in India, as well 
as the last of a female dynasty of 
tKfee 
generations 
which, ruling 


from 1844 to 1926, raised a back- 
ward rural state with a precarious 
income of about 50,000 rupees a 
year, to the status of a modern 
European state, with an annual in- 
come of 5,000,000 rupees. 


The Begum was eighth in lineal 


descent from the famous Dost Ma- 
hammed Khan, who founded the 
dynasty in 1709. Her grandmother, 
Sikander Begum, was the first wo- 
man ruler, coming to the throne in 


number to 253 by the second year 
of her reign, and in addition, estab- 
lished two schools for girls, and 
one women's industrial school. 


The state also has Its own minia- 


ture army, consisting of 136 caval- 
ry, 113 infantry, and 718 "Burphal 
Pioneers," as well as two motor-1 
ized Machine Gun sections. 


Bhopal, a state of nearly 7.000 
square miles, is 
situated 'in the 


Malwa. plateau, 
a 
great agricul- 
tural district. It has a population 
of 692,448, and ranks among the 
independent Moslem states of Ii- 
dia. second only to Hyderabad, the 
Begum being entitled to a 19-gun- 
salute, while the Nizam of Hydera- 
bad, 
the ranging prince receives 


a 21-gun-saiute, the same that is 
accorded by American warships to 
foreign kings. 


The Begum has travelled widely 


in Europe, studying the institu- 
tions which she has reproduced in 
her own country.

punish the persons responsible, for 
the rioting. 


Mr. Moody emphatically denied 


that he had instructed Texas rang- 
ers not to shoot. 
He said he had 
sent both rangers 
and 
national 


guardsmen to the city under gen- 
erals orders to protect the negro 
prisoner and preserve the peace. 


He termed the action of the mob 


in firing on the soldiers as trea- 
sonable. 
"The action of this mob 


in undertaking to set aside the 
laws of the couptry and making of 
itself a group of murderers and 
incendiarists by burning the court- 
house and-killing the negro is un- 
pardonable. It is an evil day when 
any group of persons combines to 
override constituted law and au- 
thority and add to the crime of 


murder and arson the offense of 
fifing on soldiers of their state and 
country." 


Continuing, the governor stated:

UESTION 
HALF MILLION SUIT

ADMITTED RESPONSIBILITY 


FOR CERTAIN LETTER 


BROWNSVILLE, May 


Called unexpectedly to the stand by 
counsel for Colliers Weekly, R. B. 
Creager, Republican national com- 
mitteeman for Texas, 
was asked 


one question in his $500,000 libel 
suit against the magazine here to- 
day. 
''Mr. Creager,'' said V. W. Taylor, 


one of the Colliers' lawyers, ''was 
this letter written by you?" 


"It is a copy of one written and 


signed by my authority," the com- 
mitteeman replied. 
"That's all, Mr. Creager/1 
the 


attorney said in excusing the wit- 
ness who wag on the stand hardly 
more than a minute. 


George Hill, Jr., chief of the com- 


mitteemans legal staff, insisted on 
seeing the letter, but Taylor said it 
was not being offered ag evidence 
yet and refused to Ie,t the attorney 
see it until the court instructed him 
to "let Mr. Hill see it." 


Hill read it and then had Creag- 


er identify other letters and cor- 
respondence between Creager and 
Willard Ferguson, former Hidalgo 
county Republican chairman. These 
were not introduced as evidence 
either. 


The letter held by the defenss 


was understood unofficially to have 
been a delineation by Creager of 
his method of operating in Texas.
